Chillicothe, Ohio, Sept. 24.—The vil­ 
lage of Bainbridge was the scene of a 
disastrous conflagration Thursday af­ 
ternoon. An entire square, containing 
most of the prominent business houses, 
several handsome residences, and the 
Methodist church, was entirely destroy­ 
ed and two prominent business men 
lost their lives in an explosion. 
The fire was started in the rear of 
Perrin Brown’s general store by two 
little boys who were playing with light­ 
ed matches. The flames communicated 
with the main buildings. Beardsley’s 
drug store adjoining was next ablaze, 
and 
the 
fire became uncontrollable. 
In the midst of the excitement a ter­ 
rible explosion occurred in the drug 
store, and W. P. Beardsley, who was 
' endeavoring to save his property, lost 
his life. His brother-in-law, Thomas 
Higgins, who went to his rescue, was 
unable to get out and was burned to 
death, while several others were In­ 
jured, but none fatally. A stiff breeze 
fanned the flames to greater fury.

A Chief Justice Who Works In the Har­ 
vest Field. 
Chief Justice Guy C. H. Corliss of 
North Dakota has no finicky ideas as to 
judicial dignity. Daring the course of 
his recent summer vacation he went in­ 
to the harvest field in his shirt sleeves 
and worked with his farmhands from 
sun up to sun down, following the 
reaper with the best of them. He has a 
theory that every man, no matter what 
profession he may follow, should know 
how to earn his living by the labor of 
his own hands, and there is not the 
slightest doubt that the chief justice 
could do it. for he is a big, brawny, 
broad shouldered six footer whose angu­ 
lar frame is muscular and sinewy. 
When Justice Corliss was elected to 
the bench eight years ago, he was the 
youngest chief justice in the country, 
being at that time only 31 years of age.

The recently reported marriage of 
the Archduke Franz Ferdinand, heir 
presumptive to the throne of Austria, 
to a woman who not only has a brother 
who is a tradesman, but has herself 
been a housekeeper, has furnished an­ 
other royal scandal and again brought 
the house of Hapsburg into unsavory 
prominence.

N e w 
Yorkers call “ the 
best dressers in 
town. ’ ’ He has a 
reputation as a 
fashionable tai- 
1 o r —a n d 
he 
charges for it in 
his bills. 
So he 
smiled. 
“ Of course I 
can,” he said. 
“ How?”

It required no 
little persuasion 
to get him 
to 
give a 
definite 
answer. He tried 
to d o d g e by 
claim ing th at it 
w as instinct and 
t h e n e w t o p c o a t , 
business 
train ­ 
ing. 
But I insisted th at there m ust be 
some tangible points of distinction by 
w hich he drew his comparison. I wanted 
to know those points, so th at I, too, could 
draw comparisons—could lay the rule, so 
to speak, over the men who thronged the 
west side of upper Broadway at the 
tim e when the afternoon parade was on 
and apply an infallible test to preten­ 
tious male apparel wherever it should 
appear. 
He was an unw illing witness, this 
fashionable tailor. He did not relish at 
all the idea of coldly dissecting the 
principles 
which 
govern 
the 
well 
dressed man of the fag end of 1897, 
but he compromised by talking long 
and eloquently about the details of the 
new modes for men, and in this way I 
found out w hat I wanted to know. 
The fashionably dressed man of today 
looks like an athlete. 
He tapers—that is, his shoulders are 
broad aud square, for his tailor sees to 
th a t if nature has not done the work— | 
and his outlines from his shoulders 
down are alm ost those of an elongated V. 
The trousers make the change. 
They 
are cut tighter than they have been for 
a decade. 
This is one of the most radical 
changes we have had in male attire for 
some time. 
Understand, we have not 
got back to the “ skin tights” of a dozen 
years ago. 
Not so bad as that, but we 
are drifting in that direction. The re­ 
duction in the w idth of the trousers leg 
since the exaggerated bags were fash­ 
ionable has been so gradual as hardly 
to be noticed from year to year until 
now. The reason is th a t the tailors have 
been taking off a little each season un­ 
til the trousers leg got down to normal 
size and could not stand another cut 
w ithout the reduction being noticed. 
T h at’s the way most fashions origi­ 
nate after all. The masculine m ind does 
not look favorably upon radical changes 
in clothes. 
They have to be made so 
gradual as not to excite opposition. 
There is no all powerful dictator who 
sends out in midsum m er an edict as to 
w hat men should wear. 
Mr. Poole of 
London, w ith all his vaunted reputa­ 
tion, could not do it. 
Perhaps some 
people think th at Mr. M itchell of New 
York, who publishes the fashion plates, 
is the arbiter, but he isn’t 
He merely 
sees w hich way the tide is setting and 
sends out an illustrated bulletin. 
He 
serves as a sort of fashion observer, and 
his bulletins are re a d .by the tailors 
w ith the same interest th at the sailors 
read the reports cf the w eather observ­ 
er; only the fashion observer seems to 
be far more successful. 
B ut the origin of a fashion is some­ 
thing th at can seldom be traced as can 
the beginning of an epidemic. Undoubt­ 
edly a score or more New Yorkers who 
«pend much thought, tim e aud money 
ou cheir clothes have more to do w ith 
setting the fashions than any other in ­ 
dividuals, and oven in th eir cases their 
tailors, their valets, or still more ob­ 
scure persons m ay deserve the cred it 
B ut once started a style spreads. 
If it 


and the “ beefy” bicycle rider who has 
developed bulging calves may make 
quite an impressive appearance, even in 
his business clothes. 
Some of the men 
who belong to the swell sporting clubs 
had their trousers cut that way last 
spring, and the innovation gained many 
adm irers among the good dressers who 
haunt F ifth avenue; so this fall the 
scant, cliuging trousers appear on the 
fashion plates aud w ill soon be made by 
tailors all over the country. 
The coat furnishes another index as 
to the age of the suit.
